At the Full Court ‘hearing on 
July 10-last, a judgment of the 
Full Court, delivered in 1907 by 
the then Chief Justice (Sir 
Francis Piggott) was disputed 
by Counsel, Mr d’Aimada sub- 
mitting that it was wrong. Mr 
MeNeéll contended that the 
Court would be loth to upset a 
judgment which had stood for 
so long. : 

Referring to the dispute, Mr 
Justice Williams, reading tho 


today's judgment said, “We are], 


indebted to Counsel for an able 
argument on the practice of 
Courts disturbing ‘decisions of 
Courts of co-ordinate jurisdic- 
tion which have endured for a 
long period—in this instance 
for 45 years—bdut however hal- 
lowed thls reported case may 
have become by the passing of 
time, it isimportant to remember 
that it is not a decision of a 
Full Court but. rather ‘a dis- 
agreement between the two 
judges composing the Full 
Court, by reason of which the 
decision of the Chief Justice in 
Chambers stood., 

“With respect to the learned 
Chief Justice we are of opinion 
that the principles underlying 
his judgment are not those upon 
which Order 2, ‘Rule 13 Is based 
and we do not consider that 
any. grave: inconvenience’ either 
to practitioners or to litigants 
will ensue if we were to hold— 
and we do so hold—that the 
claims in that case and equally 
the claims in thls case’‘now be- 
fore us may not properly be 
bronght by a specially endorsed 
writ. 

PLAINTIFF'S OPTION 

“We do not endeavour to lay 
down any inclusive or exclu- 
sive ruling as to what claims 
’ or_what claims may. not properly. 
be brought by o- specially en- 
dorsed writ: it is “sufficient to 
point out that the use of the 
specially endorsed writs, in the 
words of Order 2, Rule 13, at 
the option of the plaintiff and 
that cach particular use of the 
specially endorsed writ must 
stand or fal} on Its own par- 
ticular elrcurmnstances, within the 
principles of Order 2, Rule 13. 

“Since the hearlng of the ap- 
peal, the report of Crounsell v 
Cuthell and another (1952) 2 
All England Reports,, was re- 
ceived in the Law Library. 
Though the facts there are differ- 
em, the -form of order mado {s of 
interest qs affording a guide to 
what order should be made here. 
In all the circumstances the 
order made by the Judge in 
Chambers will "not be: set aside; 
the plointiffa will proceed by 
pleadings ag if the writ were 
generaly endorsed (in this con~ 
‘rection it is of interest ¢hat the 
plaintiffs hove already filed a 
statement of claim), ¢he present 
appearance of the defendants is 
to stand as unconditional and the 
pleadings will now follow Order 
5, Rule 32 a3 if the statement of 
claim has been served on defend- 
ants today. ; 

“The costs of the summons In 
Chambers and of.the motion. be-. 
fore this Court are to be paid to 
the defendants.” 

(The claim was for $54,000 
being bainnce for goods bargain- 
ed and sold under contract). 

(The 1907 action referred to by 
Counsel was one in which the 
plaintiff was Yue ‘Wing and the 
defendant David Sassoon).

The flood water is extremely 
dirty, Inches of top soll having 
been swept away. : 


Along upper reaches of the 
rivers, where water had reced- 
cd .from houses, floors were 
covered with silt several inches 
deep. Cleaning cven_ houses 
which were not.damaged will bo 
a torrific task, Appeals to the 
Red Cross sent to London and 
other centres emphasised tho 
need for vasb quantities of soap 
and cloaning, equipment. 


At the town of Dulverton, 
where 20 houses were damaged 
extensively, some structures 
which had tilted to crazy angles 
were being propped up with 
wedges and logs. There was no 
shortage of the logs which were 
swept Into the towns from. the 
storage -yards of saw mills. 


SALVAGING 


At Dulverton the water came 
up with Incredible speed, and 
then went down quickly. But {t 
had reached through many houses 
and today citizens were walking 
about in the ooze looking for 
possesslons. 


Many found objects which 
had teen torn from thelr homes, 
chatre, -- porambulators,- and -bits 
of muddy clothing which had 
hecome entangled In hedges 
ard dushos, 


Troops with crancs on trucks 
came to Exbridge and Dulver- 
ton to move. the irecs and - logs 
which were dlocking roads, 

The speed with which tho 
water Tose at Dulverton was 
described by Mrg Edith Heard, 
manageress of a milic bar, who 
wus rescudd jn a spectacular 
manner. 


“A policeman came to the door 
and left when he saw that we 
seemed to be all right,” she sald. 
“Then, Just minutes later, water 


rushed in and reached our thighs.- 


My son and I climbed the stair~ 
ways, and we were tropped in 
the upper part of the house.” 

Mrs Heard, her son and a buby. 
were rescued by a man who’ 
crawled ove: from the building 
next door and smathed o hole In 
the roof,
